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REMARKS 

Claims 1-6, 9-27 and 33-35 are pending. Claims 1-6, 9 and 12-27 have been amended. 
Claim 28 is canceled without prejudice or surrender of the subject matter contained therein. Claims 
7, 8 and 29-32 had been cancelled in a previous response to an Office Action on the merits. Claims 
33-35 are added. No new matter is added. 

Applicant hereby provisionally elects Group II: Claims 9-11, which are drawn to a 
device comprising a transformer with a particular case, classified in class 336, subclass 90 for 
continued examination. 

The Examiner has required restriction among the following inventions required under 37 
U.S.C. § 121: 

Group I: Claims 1-6, drawn to a device comprising a plurality of substrates, classified 
in class 361, subclass 796. 

Group II: Claims 9-11, drawn to a device comprising a transformer with a particular 
case, classified in class 336, subclass 90. 

Group III: Claims 12-15, drawn to a device comprising a connecting member with 
electrical interference blocking, classified in class 439, subclass 2. 

Group IV: Claim 16, drawn to a device comprising a groove for blocking electrical 
interference, classified in class 330, subclass 68. 

Group V: Claim 17, drawn to a device comprising a hollow pipe and wiring disposing 
therein, classified in class 361, subclass 812. 

Group VI: Claims 18-26, drawn to a device comprising cooling means, classified in 
class 361, subclass 703. 
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Group VII: Claims 27-28, drawn to a device comprising a vibrating part and support 
means for said part, classified in class 336, subclass 100. 

In response, the Applicant elects Group II (claims 9-11), which are drawn to a device 
comprising a transformer with a particular case without traverse.
